In occasional appearances 
before the Commons trans¬ 
port committee, however, he 
usually raised the tempera¬ 
ture of committee meetings 
as opposition members ioust- 
ed with their former political 
foe. 

PickersgiU was always at a 
disadvantage in these ex¬ 
changes.

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The Smashed Barricades 


■DLOODY FRIDAYS have been all too numerous . 

In Northern Irela(id, and it was the one of July 
21 that was the straw that did it — finally. It 
brought British troops to move, at long last, oo the 
Bogside and Creggan terror strongholds of the fa¬ 
natic IRA murderers. 

The overdue action was foretold a week after ^ 
the last major bombings, with the moving in of 
seven additional battalions, three from the NATO 
commitment to West Germany, and the release of a 
statement of explanation from the ministry of the 
Secretary of State for Northern Ii'eland. 

After referring to that July 21 Friday when 
another savage bombing of civilian targets in the 
heart of Belfast left 13 persons dead and dozens 
maimed, the statement said , nobody could be in 
any doubt that very resolute and deterndned action 
must be taken against those responsible ,. 

The extra units w'ere required “to enable this 
policy to be carried out.”

The seven additional 
battalions Jumped the number of infantry units on 
the scene to an impressive 27, more than the 22 
normally kept in all of Britain. q 

And with the aid of bulldozer-bladedHanks the 
barricades were smashed in a comparatively quiet 
operation because of the forewarning given the 
killers. 


But the cries of death will be heard again, and 


that Friday*s blood could be a mere trickle to the 
flow that could follow. 

“We will rise again” is the chilling counter 
warning the IRA has shouted. “Our men are still 
in town” and “they will stay here and take 
a greater toll when the time and opportunity 
come,” is the promise of IRA leader Barney 
McFadden. And the shrieking Bernadette Devlin 
was quick to cry: “Walt until they (the troops) are 
I leaving the area and they will see if it is so 
easy ...” 

There undoubtedly will be more suffering tor 
innocent people who, as The Times of London sym¬ 
pathizes, “have had to put up with <)oo much al¬ 
ready.”* 

And it could come from both sides. No mat¬ 
ter how strictly discipline is maintained among such 
a large number of ivoopa on hand, there is always a 
risk of some rough handling in a delicate and dan¬ 
gerous situation as that which has been started 
with early success. Care must be taken that hostile 
pixipaganda mwy (neWents is not blown of 
ail propofikw; alse^ that the truth, is made known 
quickly of manufactured occurrences. 

Otherwise, the long-awaited military action 
could make matters worse than ever, if that is pos¬ 
sible. 

It must be generally recognized that the move 
is not an alternative but a necessary condition for 
cOrtMliatlon w’hich Britain is trying so desperately 
to achieve as the answer to the Irish question.

But Mrs. Gunning has been unable to 
get details of the prograrh. It seems incredible, but 
Mr. Loffmark appaiwtiy has not found out yet 
what the advertisenient was all about. 

At any rate, the minister has written to Mrs. 
Omning saying that he has many matters to at¬ 
tend to, that the project will take “some little time 
to sort out’’ and that the alderman will be reached 
again “when circumstances are appropriate.” 

The most appropriate circumstances will be 
when the department has a minister^ who knows 
what he is doing. The elei’tlons, happily, are only 
,f&ui’ weeks away, and then at least there will be 
some cabinet changes.

Analyst Attempts Answers to Possible Reasons for Dramatic End of 27 Years of Eninify ' 

Why Have Two Koreas Ceased To Snarl at One Another?

North and South Korea hav^ dramatically ended 
years of non communication and enmity ranging 
from diatribes at best to fratricidal war at worst. 

For a quarter of a ceBtur> Korea haa been an Asian tin- 
darbox, an actual and Ideological battlefield. Now, suddnely, 
the snapping and the snarling have faded, even If the dUision 
remains for the Ume being. North and South have at last 
agreed on some basic principles for coexistence and reunifi¬ 
cation. Here are tome questions — and answera — about this 
dramatic turn of events.

qulCT EATlSFACnON pfevaili at Uplands In the wake 
of the Canadian aeniora golf ehampionahip. Not only did the 
club preaent an excellent course for the well-run event but 
the beat Canadian veterana found par an elusive thing—never 
matched and beaten only once. Members are inclined to take 
umbrage when aomecme is brash enough to suggest Uplands 
la an “easy" layout and they relish the moments when Or¬ 
nament scores prove otherwise. And the senior event, with a 
14-over-par 234 good enough to earn a playoff, certainly 
provided another moment. 

The belief here is that the nation’s best veterana failed to 
do better because of the caution with which t^cy approached 
their task. The way to beat Uplands is to attack it—get all 
the distance possible off the tee, go boldly for the stick and 
then stroke your putts with confident firmness. But this 
approach was seldom evident. Almost everyone consistently 
under-ciubbed and more greens were missed in this tour¬ 
nament than usual. And following c.aution on the putting sui'- 
face must have resulted in a record number of three-putt 
greens for a national championship. 

Dr. Clew*e Bigelow showed in the first round what can 
happen if a ^Ifer with the shots takes out after Uplands. Ap¬ 
pearing to get charged up when his first putt dropped for a 
birdie, he challenged the course and produced that one-under- 
par 69 which almost carried him to a second championship in 
this event.

“In order to stem the rising 
tide” of shoplifting but any 
punishment, however slight, 
would mean “an enormous 
loss to him (Hampton) per¬ 
sonally.” 

However, an absolute dis¬ 
charge would be more lenient 
treatment for a person of edu¬ 
cation, opportunity, associa¬ 
tions and position in the com¬ 
munity than “a person who is 
more disadvantaged but 
whose reputation and.future is 
every bit as precious to him.” 

Ostler said the case was “a 
very grievous burden” foT 
him and an absolute dis¬ 
charge “ai>f>eals to tne on hu¬ 
manitarian grounds.” 


But It “would reflect upon 
the impartiality of this court 
and would appear to thou¬ 
sands of persons as though 
the court had one type of jus¬ 
tice for persons in one posi¬ 
tion in the community who 
perhaps had elo(]uenht spokes¬ 
men and friends” and another 
for those who did not. 

The judge said that “I have 
the greatest pity in my heart” 
for Hampton but “it is my 
duty to impose a sentence” 
rather than a discharge in a 
court where shoplifting is on 
the'docket every-day. 

“I must be consistent, im¬ 
partial and fair,” he said.

The men at a five-hour 
meeting, aclopted a steering 
committee recommendation 
tliaf they ask the Intema- 
tuinal Woodwiirkers of Ameri¬ 
ca to negvitiate a settlement 
for fa|||rs and scalers, wliu 
would have the final say. 

'I'he recommendation stated 
that the IWA has an unworka¬ 
ble agreeinent .with the in¬ 
dustry. Sfiukesman Cliuck 
Evans said if IWA leaders are 
sincere they will appoint a 
steering commiHee to work to 
this end 

Evans said tour companies 
have already approached the 
fallen asking for a settlement 
two from Forest Indus trial 
RelatioRs. and two others. 

“But our legal peojile have 
adv ised against this,” he said. 

Other recommendations 
adojHed were to set up strike 
heaikiuarters In Port Hardy,

• FLORENCE, Italy — “Hey,

I doughnut with teeth." Engliih 
laoulptor Henry Moore ndght

•“doughnut" and called it Oval 
WKh Painta. 

But tt'a now out of hit handa 
into the realm of public opin¬ 
ion—in thia oaae youthful pub- 
.hc opinion on a Wll overlook¬ 
ing Florence. 

The Mwire exhibition la 
*^Tearhing" youth. On their 
treka through Europe they 
almost aJwayt visit Florence 
to find the Renaissance. And 
there, aa “lnoident|lly" as the 
way they travel, th^ back¬ 
packers hear about Moore’s 
incredible summer show. Or 
they look up from PohoU gar¬ 
dens, see a shock-while mar¬ 
ble square, and want to know 
more. 

Aa surely aa If the exhibi¬ 
tion were listed in their gidde- 
book, the kids drift up the hill 
of Ft. Belvedere, there to 


wander through a courtj^rd 
full of heavy-Wpped “reelin- 
iqg figures," skeletal shapes, 
and an arch grander than di- 
noeaur bonea. 

But they don’t juit wander 
through. They atay dtere, 
gate dtere, tMnk, Ue on the 
graaa, and think aoine more. 

"Kida really are different 
now./ I'd never do that, aaid 
a man who ia somewhere to 
the right ol the youth-adult 
slash. 

“I can't look at an artist’s 
work for more than 15 min¬ 
utes," he aaid. “And they r€>- 
akly do ait there for hours; it’s 
not just something they say 
they do." 

Well, some ait, some don’t. 
One thing if almost sure: 
What they’re doing they do 
because they want to, not be¬ 
cause someone said they 
should. They are seeking in¬ 
delime days. , ' 

Their method of travel is 
catching on and spreading 
like pebble ripples, wider and 
wider every summer. A far 
cry from the elegant, ordered 
Grand Tbur that 18th-century 
EngHsh youth undertortt to 


becQpic wellytHinded gentle¬ 
men. 

Today's Backpack Drtft is 
transforming youth at such a 
pace and on such a scale that 
the effect on society is enor¬ 
mous, diffuse, and hard to 
pinpoint. No woifler parents 
have a slight queasinees whan 
their childrwi set out -they’re 
not sure what wiR return. 

Until this century only a 
wel^-financed elite could com¬ 
fortably nonage an extended 
atay _ in Europe. But the 
spread of what one back¬ 
packer calls "seeing Europe 
on the poverty program" 
proffers romance almost to 
the taker (at least . in the 
Western world and Japan). 

The Grand Tourist was 
handed rather rigid rules 
about how he was to gain 
knowledge and not waste his 
time in idleness. He was to 
draw sketches of all impor¬ 
tant buildings, take eopious 
notes on curiosities he cto- 
served, visit any prominent 
person who would receive 
hdm, and always be asking 
questions about everything 
from climate to care of

paupers. Books were pub¬ 
lished with suggested ques¬ 
tions for those who could 
think of none. 

This summer I saw a few 
people Sketching in museums, 
especially in front of Miohe- 
langelo'a statue of D^d. But 
nobody anywhere waClxlraw- 
ing the outside of a building. 
Some kids were carrying 
notebooks, but these were 
diaries, possibly to prove to 
themselvea later they really 
were in Europe. - ' 

Uusally the Grand Tourist 
was accompanied on his for¬ 
malized venture by a tutor 
who was to watch over the 
boy’s morals and ensure he 
was not corrupted by alien 
superstitions. The boys were 
often just that. The average 
age was about IS; many were 
younger and few were over 
21 . 

The 18th-century tutors 
would be amazed at the 
number of study programs in 
Europe today—everything 
from living abroad for a year 
to what was advertised as 
"Cliristnvas in London and 
Paris, Eminent Professors."

China: Birth Control ^by Persuasion

PEKING — There has been 
considerable speculation in 
the western and eastern world 
about Cliina’* progranu of 
population control. 

While some developing 
coyntries — India, foF exam¬ 
ple — have much-publicized 
programs to reduce the 
birthrate, China has kept fair¬ 
ly quiet on this matter and It 
is not always easy to receive 
information on it, either. 

This spring, China invited a 
United Nations expert on poji- 
ulation control programs to 
visit China and see for him¬ 
self how this giant natimi was 
faring on this matter. 

The expert, a native of Fin¬ 
land who has studied the pop¬ 
ulation explosion and mea¬ 
sures to curb it throughout 
the world, said he was plea¬ 
santly surprised by what he 
found in CTiina. 

In fact, he said, in his opin¬ 
ion dtiina had made oonsider- 
ably more progress Chan prob¬ 
ably any ^ The other coun¬ 
tries trying to persuade their 
people to have fewer children. 
And, he said, he con¬ 

vinced China was achieving 
its results not by force or co- 


F’amily planning, he said, 
was taught Ihixnighout 'China 
at various levels. It starts 
very early. Young men and- 
women receive extensive per¬ 
tinent information long before 
they anticipate marriage. 

One of the main obstacles to • 
small families is diina’s long 
tradition of enormous fami¬ 
lies, with at least rme son, 
preferably more. Party and 
government in China so far 
have not l>een able to com¬ 
pletely wi[)e out this prefer¬ 
ence for boys. One way or 
another, they are not exactly 
ha|ipy to have a girl as theic 
firstborn child or daughters 
only. 

This was sufficiently dem¬ 
onstrated hy doctors at the 
Peking hospital which also 
serves foreigners posted in 
the Chinese capital. They had 
just delivered a .Swiss w^anan, 
wife of a diplomat, of her first 
child, a girl. Gently the d(x:- 
tors bn>ke the news to the fa¬ 
ther, who pnimptly broke into 
a wild — to the doctors com-' 
pletely inconq)i^ensible 
cheer. He had wanted a 
daughter all along. 


Despite their distinct pre¬ 
ference for boys, most Chi¬ 
nese married couples., nowa¬ 
days are willing to settle^ 
for two children, eyen if both * 
are girls. 

“Party and government en¬ 
couragement of family plan-, 
ning is a firm policy for So¬ 
cialist asistruction in China," 
according to the Peking Re¬ 
view, an official Chinese pub¬ 
lication. 

Because it is a party and 
government policy, much of 
the information concerning 
the subject .is passed to the 
people by fiarty catires and 
-^govemment officials. 

In the factories and on cAfii- 
munes, *it is often the party 
functionary and members of 
the revolutionary committee 
who lay the groundwork 
^which makes family planning 
^seern desirable. They tell 
women that their work load at 
home will be eased with fewer 
children, that they can devote 
more care to the upbringing 
of two youngsters, three at 
the most. 

After the foundaticxi has 
been laid, establishing the de- 


slnahillty of limiting the size 
of the family, health workers 
enter the picture, distrilnjling 
birth ccmtrol advice in the 
light of age, health, number 
of children already in the 
family and hVing habits of 
the meuned couple. 

' Women can apply for abor¬ 
tions if they wish. The opera¬ 
tions are performed hy the 
state health systems and Us 
doctors. 

Operations to sterilize are 
perfoitned upon request on 
both men and women. 

Watching Peking’s abun¬ 
dance of young ^il(lren at 
play or returning from school, 
it is hard to believe that much 
progress has been ^ade in 
family planning. But those 
who have studied the subject 
over a period of time assure 
any ckxibters that there are 
indeed far fewer children in 
Peking now than 10 or so 
years ago. 

In .Shanghai, it is obvious 
tliat great i»ogres8 has been 
made in limiting the size oi 
the families. One rarely sees 
large families on the streets. 
In fact, ShanghaPs streets are 
conspicuously eknpty of chil¬ 


dren, at least compared with 
other Chinese cities. 

Also the Chinese auth iri- 
ties admit that a lot more 
work must be done to con¬ 
vince tl)€ rural jxipulaiion of 
the desirability of birth con¬ 


trol. Although there has been 
considerable progress even 
here, families ere still too 
laige to suit the authoritiea 
and their ideas of future dev¬ 
elopment of China and its liv¬ 
ing standard.

Even when children appear 
to he in a safe spot, they 
should he supervised. 

They should have life¬ 
jackets on and know how they 
feel in the water. 

Cfrildren who are old 


enough should have some 
training. 

“At this time of year, it's 
speaking after the fact, hut 
the number one preventive is 
some water skill and knowl¬ 
edge. If being near the water 
is a regular part of the fami¬ 
ly’s living pattern, during the 
winter the parents should find 
some place where basic water 
-skills can lie taught to the 
children, 

Thiessen says Jled Cross 
formal instruction is restrict¬ 
ed to children six and over on 
the grounds that younger chil¬ 
dren may learn the mechan¬ 
ics of swimming, hut will nol 
absorb the whys and hows of 
water activities.

. phus **Qlacier." This is an improved 
Mode Orange with very large and fully 
double blossoms in glistening white, 
rather like the better-known Philadel- 
phus “Virgii^l" but with larger, frillier 
blooms and. to my mind, a somewhat 
sweeter fragrance. 

Surely the Mock Orange must be one 
of our most trouble-free shrubs. It ap¬ 
pears to succeed in all parts of the 
province, ip any kind of soil from 
heavy, sticky clay to almost {Hire gravel, 
and on any side of the house — north, 
south, east or west. 

Moreover, it remains in bl<K)m 
longer than almost any of our flowering 
shrubs. While not immune fropi aphids 
and other insect pests, the shrub never 
seems to be seriously inconvenienced 
by them. It hasn't any serious disease, 
it is easy to propagate, and the pruning 
is simple and uncomplicated.

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done regularly and annually. The best 
time is Immediately after the blossoms 
fade, as this gives the most time for the 
young shoots to grow and harden their 
wood before winter. 

The system ol pruning is straightfor¬ 
ward enough — you simply cut away all 
the liranches which have borne flowers. 
Don’t lake these off flush with the 
parent branch, though, but leave a stub 
about two inches long, making your cut 
immediately above a pair of leaves. 

On old, neglected hushes which have 

become ovei'giuwn and congested 
through lack of attention, I think it is 
best to cut the whole tiling right down 
to ground level and start all over again. 
Don’t (^o the whole thing in one go, 
though, but spread this drastic pruning 
over a period of three years, taking out 
one-third of the oldest shoots every 
year, 

In this way you don't have to go 
through a whole year without any blos¬ 
soms. Quite a forest of young-^shoots 
will spring bp from the roots, and these 
should be thinned oOt enough to give a 
fairly i^n, uncrowded shrub. 

Around the middle of Augult is a 
good time to take and root cuttings 
from a Mi>ck Change, and this can be 


combined with pruning, using tha tips 
cut away in the pruning to start more 
plants. The best slips are those from 
shoots which derelped early and are 
just beginning to turn hard and woody. 

A nine-inch section tal^en from the 
middle of a young branch is ideal, dis¬ 
carding both the hard, woody base of 
tlie branch and its soft, sappy tip.

Trim off the lower leaves, moisten 
the base of the slip, dip it in Rootone or 
Seradix rooting powder, and shake off 
any excess dust. Plant your slips four 
inches deep and six inches apart in (t 
mbeture of peat moss and sand, ideally 
in a coldframe but' if no glass is avail¬ 
able, an outdoor shaded bed of rather 
sandy soil should serve. 

A daily spraying of the leaves with a 
fine mist of plain water is a big help, 
but avoid over-watering the soil. It 
should be evenly Ixit only Just barely 
moist, never soggy wet. These slips 
sh.xild be nicely rooted^in about eight 
weeks, but are best left Ui the frame or 
the cutting bed through the winter. 

Transplant them early next spring, 
either to a nursery bed to grow on for 
another year, or dUeoily to their per¬ 
manent flowering quarters.

OTTAWA (CP) - Jack 
Pickei'sgill. one of Canada’s 
most colorful public figure^, 
is resigning as president of 
the Canadian transport com¬ 
mission effective Aug. 31. 

While he has been transport 
commission president since 
1967, Pickerygili is better 
known for his years at the 
centre of countless pol1tit;al 
battles as a long-time civil 
servant and Liberal cabinet 
minister. 

The peppery president of 
the trans|iort commission, 
who was 67 in June, is retir¬ 
ing at lih» own request three 


years before Uie expiry of his 
term of office. 

Associates say he plans to 
begin work on a ba^k ahotit 
his 35 years in Ottawa. Prime 
>Mini^tcr Trudeau is expected 
io name a luccessor in three 
weeks. 

PlckersgUl, who has been 
nicknamed Saikir Jack or 
Jumping Jack at various 
times in liis career, liknseif 
c^'eateii the post of president 
of die ti'ansiturt coinmissiun. 

A fidgety pei-son, Pickers- 
gill was sometimes called ‘a 
grass liopi^er witti the liic- 
cups" for his habit of bounc¬ 


ing about in his seat or leap¬ 
ing to his feet in tiie Com¬ 
mons. 

While Pickei-sgill bei>ariie 
identified with Newtoundland, 
lie was bon» in Wyecombe, 
Ont., and grew up in Mani- 
tooa. He was an outstanding 
sciidar, sweeping through the 
University of Manitoba and 
whining an Oxford sciiolar- 
sliip. 

In 1929. he returned to the 
Universily of ^lanitulfa as a 
lecturer in histoiy and spent 
what he has said wei*e tiie 
eight most satisfying years of 
his life. 


His low i>ay as a teacher 
dj-ove him to enter a competi¬ 
tive exam for the external af¬ 
fairs deparhiieiit. He had the 
highest niaric among 200 can¬ 
didates. 

He was almost immediately 
assigned to the office of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King, wivim he came to know 
w'eil. As tlie prime minister’s 
secretary, he was described 
as the "grey eminence" be¬ 
hind King, and has been cre¬ 
dited with influencing the 
prime minister to introduce 
family allowances in 1915.

Would it cause heart 
trouble? 

I do drink a lot yf water and 
my mc^th is dry most of tlie 
time. Is'this one of the sypm- 
t>ms?—D.B. 

You want me to anser in a 
hurry — so you can keep on 
procrastinating? I don’t think 
1 ioilow your logic. 

However, with your history 
and your symptoms, you 
ought to cut out sweets 
(candy, cake, all other sugary 
foods) at once. 

(Of .course you ought to get 
your checkup right away, too.

When both parents are dia¬ 
betic, your chances of being 
diabetic are about as high as 
they can gat.

Hardy, president of R. M. 
Hardy and Associates, gave 
rebuttal evidence ohallenging 
witijesses for other at^icants 
who suggested the instability 
In the soil structure of the 
Roi>erts Bank mainland ter¬ 
minus of Hydro’s projected 
link made it a ix»ar aite. 

WilHam MitcheU, Hjdio 
counsel, drew Hardy’s atten¬ 
tion to die testimony of Dr. 
Rt)bert Morgenstem of the 
UniversUyy of B.C. u=ho h^d 
expressed doubt as the \ia- 
bility of the proposed Roberta 
Bank-daiiano loute suggested 
by Hydro. 

He Imd said there were 
serious dangers of slippage, 
nipture in the event of earth¬ 
quake and a problem of possi- 
blfe liijuefaction from unrelia¬ 
ble soil composition. He 
suggested the northern* route, 
fav>4jred by three of the aiH>li- 
cants, was the better one. 

Hardy said the prostiect of 
a major earthquake close to 
either the nortiiem or soutii- 
ern loute was so small — per¬ 
haps one ih several hundred 
as to be hardly worth con¬ 
sidering ahd unlikely to occur 
within tlie lifetime of die pipe¬ 
line system. 

He' said an added safety 


factor wa* the fact that tha 
pipeline wxiuld carry gas. He 
said in the ev«H of a break, 
there would be *'a few bub¬ 
bles" and no ecological 
dangm such as a n^tured 
oil {Rpelina would pose. 

Commission oounsd D. M. 
M. (joldis asked if there were 
any way to design against the 
risk. 

"There is no way of design¬ 
ing a pipeline you could say 
would be safe in case of lique¬ 
faction," Hardy replied, "but 
there might be liquefaction 
without a pipeline failure. 
But there is no way you can 
pnevNit it by spending more 
money." 

The problem of liquefaction 
in the ocean bed soils, reeultp 
ing in slippage, might result 
from earthquakes, explosions, 
or excess landfill, he ex¬ 
plained. 

He said the Roberts Bank 
area soils are varied in char¬ 
acter aithou^ the deposits 
fiom the fYascr River end 
short of the' pipeline area. 
Some deposits, he said, are 
susceptible to liquefaction but 
no one yet has designed a 
metiiad of testing whether liq¬ 
uefaction will occur and dvs 
actual way of measuring sus- 
ceptiUlity. 

Hardy added biat he had 
ctmsldered a crossing feasible 
at Roberts Bank since a 1963 
report ccHnmissioned by his 
company from an expert in 
the field which reviewed tlie 
Roberts Bank stability.

The recommendation stated 
that the .IWA has an unworka¬ 
ble agreement with the in¬ 
dustry.

Evans said four ccxnpanies 
have alreasS^^Jjpi-oached the 
fallers asking for a settlement 
—• two from Forest Industrial

World Water Prdblenis 
Focus at UVic Talks 


Scientists from around the world will con¬ 
verge on the University of Victoria today and 
Wednesday to begin three days of talks on In¬ 
ternational water problems. 

UVic geographej Dr. Derrick Sewell made 
a bid to hold the conference at Victoria four 
years ago when the International Geographi¬ 
cal Congress metlast m New Delhi, India. 

“British Columbitfw an ideal laboratory 
for water,’’ said SeweU in an interview Mon¬ 
day, “because the province offers the oppor¬ 
tunity to study all aspects of water problems. 
We have floods, droughts, pollution and man¬ 
agement situations which are invaluable for 
expert consideration.” 

The water seminar is a prelude to the 
22nd International Geographical (Egress to 
be held later this month in Montreal. 

Sewell and his UVic associate Frank Le- 




versedge have prepared a series of meetiiigs 
thkt have attracted speakers and observers 
from Japan, England, Canada, the U.8., the 
Soviet Union, Australia and Europe. 

“Hie meetings offer a broad variety of 
water management topics,” said Sewell, “but 
they are also highly specific. We are also 
happy at the interdisciplinary nature of the 
seminar. 

“The program has attracted not only ge¬ 
ographers but also engineers, economists, po¬ 
litical scientists, psychologists, sodologists 
and physicists.” 

Speakers include U.S. water resources §x- 
pert Raymond Nace, Leonard Dworsl^r, a 
U.S. presidential adviser on water problems 
and B.C. Resources Minister I^iy WUUston. 

As a part of the program, the intema- 
tlonal group will tour the Interior to get a 
first hand look at water resource activity.

OTTAWA (CP) — Jack 
PickersgiU, one of Canada’s 
most colorful public figures, 
is resigning as president of 
the (Canadian transport com¬ 
mission effective Aug. 31. 

While he has been transport 
commission president since 
1967, PickersgiU is better 
known for his years at the 
centre of countless pblitical 
battles as a long-time civil 
ser\ant and Liberal cabinet 
minister. 

The peppery president of 
the transport commission, 
wlio was 67 in June, is retir¬ 
ing at his own request diree 


years before the expiry of his 
term of office. ^ 

Associates say he plans to 
begin work on a boc^ about 
his 35 years in Ottawa. Prime 
Mhiister Trudeau is expected 
to name a successor in three 
weeks. 

PickersgiU, who has hem 
nicknamed Sailor Jack or 
Jumping Jack . at various 
times in his career, himself 
created th^ post of president 
of the transjxirt commission. 

A (idgety person, Pickers¬ 
giU was sometimes caUed ”a 
grassho^>per wnth the hic¬ 
cups'- for his habit of bounc¬ 


ing about in his seat nr leap¬ 
ing to his feet in tlte Com¬ 
mons. 

While Pickersgill became 
identified with Newfoum^nd, 
he was lx>n» in Wyecomhe, 
Ont., and grew up in Mani¬ 
toba- He was an outstanding 
scholar, sweeping through the 
University of Manitoba and 
winning an Oxford scholar¬ 
ship. 

In 1929, he returned to the 
University of Manitoba as a 
lecturer in history and spent 
what he haa said were the 
eight most satisfying years of 
hisUfe. 


His low pay as a teacher . 
drove liim to enter a competi¬ 
tive e.xam for the external af¬ 
fairs department. He iiad the 
highest mark aiiK>ng 200 can¬ 
didates. 

He was aUnost immediately 
assigned to the office of 
Prime ^linistir Mackenzie 
King, whom he'came to know 
well. As the prime minister’s 
secretarj', he was described 
as the “gi’ey eminence” be¬ 
hind King, and has been cre¬ 
dited with influencing the 
prime minister to introduce 
family allowances in 1945. His
